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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
(rorham: 
I hereby submit my seventh annual report of the schools 
of Gorham for your consideration. | 
This report covers, for the most part, from Iebruary, 
1929, to February, 1930. 


TEACHERS. 


The number of changes has been exceptionally small, es- 
pecially so among our rural teachers. Miss Edna J. Weath- 
ern, teacher in the Frederick Robie School, resigned late in 
the summer to accept a much better paying position in 
Massachusetts. Miss Eunice McCue, a graduate of Bates 
College, was elected to fill this vacancy. Mrs. Edith J. 
Ridgeway, teacher of the Elmwood School, resigned to accept 
the position of librarian of the public library in the early 
spring and Mr. Ernest Wiggin was elected to fill this vacancy. 
Mrs. Carrie A. Botto did not accept her re-election to teach 
the Longfellow School and Miss Aurilla Hutchins, teacher of 
the Wescott School, was elected to fill the vacancy. Miss 
Elizabeth Simpson resigned to accept a position in another 
town and Miss Ethelyn Pierce, a graduate of Gorham Normal 
School with one year of experience, was elected to teach in 
the West Gorham School in her place. During the fall term 
Mrs. Jeannette Dalmer, teacher of the Levi Hall School, re- 
signed to be married. Miss Nina Quimby, a local girl and 
a graduate of Gorham Normal School, was elected to fill this 
vacancy. 

In the Junior High Building Miss Ethelyn Upton was 
granted a year’s leave of absence and Miss Edith Davis, a 
graduate of the three years’ course in the Normal School, was 
elected to fill her position for the year. 

‘There were two changes in the High School: Mrs. Mil- 
dred Corey, teacher of English and coach of the Girls’ Bas- 
ketball Team, resigned. Miss Alma B. Townsend of West- 
brook and a graduate of Saint Lawrence University, was 
elected to fill this vacancy. Mrs. Madelyn Page, teacher of 
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commercial subjects, resigned and her place was filled by 
Miss Doris Robinson, a local girl. 

We find then that we lost eight teachers out of a force of 
twenty-nine. This is the smallest turnover of teachers since 
I have been with you. This is very gratifying to a superin- 
tendent, as he always likes to keep changes as few as possible. 
Another condition that is very gratifying is that of our 
twenty-three elementary teachers. Seventeen of them are 
normal graduates and two of them are college graduates. 
This is by far the largest precentage of professionally edu- 
eated and trained teachers the Gorham Schools have ever had. 
The remaining four teachers have attended several summer 
sessions and have had several years of successful experience 
and are four of our very best teachers. I am sure that we 
may safely claim to have the best teaching force that we 
have had since I have been with you. The success of any 
school depends upon the teacher. As the teacher is, sO 18 
the school. 


IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED. 

The school buildings of Gorham, as a whole, are in good 
condition. The foundation of the Elmwood. Schoolhouse 
needs immediate attention. Nearly the entire foundation 
needs repairing. 

The great need is in the Blake district. In these days 
when one-room schoolhouses are being discontinued wherever 
possible it seems unwise to lay out money on the present 
building. It is practically impossible for a teacher with eight 
or nine grades to do the work required of each grade in the 
alotted time. It is not the number of pupils a teacher has so 
much as it is the number of grades or recitations. It takes 
- just as long to cover a page in history, geography, English, or 
reading, or to hear a spelling lesson with a class of three as it 
does with a class of twelve. That is not all,—it is much 
harder to hold the interest of pupils in a class of one, two, or 
three than itis in a larger class. Instead of laying out money 
on the Blake Schoolhouse, why not build an addition to the 
West Gorham School? Then the West Gorham and Blake 
Schools would each be improved. We would employ two 
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teachers the same as now, but each teacher would have only 
half as many classes as now, thus giving her twice as much 
time with each class. There is an old saying that, “The 
proof of the pudding is in the eating of it.” The proof of the 
efficiency of a school should be the results obtained. We find 
the schools that have more than one teacher in them produce 
the best results. This is nothing against the teacher of the 
one-room school, but is the fault of the condition under which 
she has to teach. People living in rural communities seem 
to want up-to-date things like electric lights, automobiles, tele- 
phones, reapers, washing machines, etc., but do not seem to 
want to keep their schools up-to-date. These are days of con- 
solidation in almost everything, schools included. Tests have 
been given and carefully corrected and graded in the rural 
schools in nine counties of Ohio to see whether the pupils in 
the consolidated schools did better in their studies than the 
pupils in the one-room schools. Great care was taken to use 
only those pupils with equal intelligence. Boys were matched 
with boys and girls with girls. The examinations were given : 
to grades three to eight, melusive. With but one exception 
the pupils in the consolidated schools won. We find it true 
in our own system that in the schools with more than one 
teacher the pupils usually come out ahead in their tests. 

The following statement from the report of the State De- 
partment of Education of Ohio is representative of activities 
of this kind in several states in which the greatest progress 
has been reported during recent years: Consolidation has 
been the major project for the past ten years. During that 
period one-room schools in this State have been reduced 
4,000, or one a day on an average.” 

Of course there are one-room schools in our town that will 
have to continue as such under the present conditions, but the 
Blake School on account of its location lends itself very read- 
ily to consolidation with the West Gorham and Whitney 
Schools. I hope all the citizens will give this matter careful 
and unbiased consideration. Personally I have but one aim 
in view and that is the improvement of our schools. 

It seems to me that the time has come when a school bus 
should be run from North Gorham to the Frederick Robie 


‘\ 
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School. The pupils in the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades 
should be conveyed from the Levi Hall and White Rock 
Schools to the Junior High School in the Frederick Robie 
School. The same bus could take the pupils now being con- 
veyed by Mr. Ernest Smith to the White Rock School and all 
below the seventh grades left there. All the pupils now con- 
veyed by Mrs. Green and Mr. Sanville could be conveyed by 
the bus to the Frederick Robie School. The high school 
pupils above the junior high school could be conveyed to 
South Windham, where they could take the electric car for 
Gorham High School. The money now being paid Mr. 
Smith, Mr. Sanville, and Mrs. Green, for conveying pupus 
would go a good ways towards paying for the bus and the 
driving of it. There would also be the money now paid other 
towns for high school tuitions to help. 

Our Gorham High School is ranked among the best in the 
State by the State Inspector of High Schools. Let us then, so 
far as possible, have the boys and girls of Gorham attend this 
school. There is plenty of room and a large enough faculty 
to take care of them. 

There is plenty of room in the Frederick Robie School to 
accommodate the pupils mentioned above. This change 
would improve the Levi Hall School as it would remove the 
upper two grades, thus making the number of recitations 
some six or seven fewer, giving that much more time to the 
teacher to devote to the remaining classes. 

I believe this change is worthy of your very careful consid- 
eration. 

Again I am recommending the installation of a Smith 
Heater in the Levi Hall Schoolhouse. The room is large and 
would be much better heated with a heater. We now use two 
stoves. | 

The water system of the White Rock Schoolhouse has not 
yet been made satisfactory, although much labor and consid- 
erable money has been spent on it. The water has been ana- 
lyzed by the State Chemist and pronounced pure and per- 
fectly fit for drinking purposes. This matter will be given 
careful attention in the near future. 
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IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 


The Frederick Robie Schoolhouse has been much improved. 
with paint and new metal ceilings. The boiler has been put 
in better condition. 

The Whitney School has been painted inside and outside. 

One of the greatest improvements has been the introduc- 
tion of music into the rural schools. This was made possible 
through the generosity of the trustees of the Charles Robie 
Fund, who financed the high school music, thus making it 
possible for the town to finance the rural school music. Mrs. 
Ethel Boothby is now supervising the music in all the schools. 
in town, except the Junior High. 

The same trustees have purchased a moving picture ma- 
chine and one reel of pictures for use in the schools. More 
reels will be purchased as our finances will permit. The 
machine and reels can be carried from school to school, wher- 
ever there are electric lights. Many things can be better 
taught by moving pictures than by any other method. 

They have also purchased four typewriting machines for 
the commercial department of the high school. This depart- 
ment had increased to such an extent that it was impossible 
to accommodate the pupils with the number of machines on. 
hand. 

A course of lectures to be given under the auspices of the 
high school has also been financed by the trustees of this 
fund. | 

The attendance at the Wescott School having fallen below 
an average of eight the school was automatically closed by 
law. The aiid ket from this neighborhood are being con- 
veyed to the Whitney School. They are already showing 
much improvement and very much more interest in their 
school work. Children, the same as grown-ups, enjoy com- 
petition. They will do much better work in a class of three 
or more than when alone. 


GENERAL. 


As a whole, the last year has been very gratifying. Schools 
have advanced in scholarship. A fine spirit of cooperation. 
has prevailed among all concerned. 


TOWN OF GORHAM 69d 


The State Inspector of High Schools, Mr. Harrison C. 
Lyseth, visited our high school last year and gave us a very 
favorable report. Among other things, he said, “It seems to 
me that your high school is in excellent condition and the 
quality of education that this school is imparting must neces- 
sarily be good. Principal Shaw seems to have the situation 
well in hand and he excels both as an administrator and a 
teacher.” He speaks very favorably of each of the other 
teachers and then says, “The esprit de corps of the school 
was excellent and the general appearance of the school and 
the equipment was good. I am certain that your high school 
‘5 somewhat above the average of Maine high schools, al- 
though there is some opportunity to improve the teaching 
methods.” 

We hope to have our rural schools inspected by State offi- 
cials in the near future. We are confident that they are 
among the best in the state. <All credit should be given the 
teachers as they are the making or marring of a school sys- 
tem. The only way a superintendent can improve his schools 
is through his teachers. 

I take this opportunity to thank you, the School Committee 
and the citizens, for your help and codperation, and to ask 
for your continued help and advice.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 
February 1, 1929, to January 31, 1930. 
Lisrary Hours

There has been one change in the library staff the past 
year. Miss Edith Lowell, Assistant Librarian, resigned the 
latter part of March. Mrs. James B. Ridgway gave up her 
position as teacher at the Elmwood School to fill this vacancy. 

The last twelve months at Baxter Memorial Library have 
been months of quiet progress. Our circulation has steadily 
increased, and our supply of new books has also grown. An 
encouraging sign is the large number of young people who 
visit the stack and reading rooms. Even if many come first 
to look up a school topic we find a goodly proportion return- 
ing for books of their own choosing. It is interesting to 
notice that the majority of the bovs want a tale of adventure 
or a western story (it must have plenty of thrills), while 
almost every girl will borrow a simple story of the Temple 
Bailey type. We should have a good supply of these books 
for our young people,—yes, and for adults also, for we have 
found that these stories are popular with them. 

Nineteen books were sent to the Better Homes Exhibit, 
which was given this year on May third at the Congrega- 
tional Chapel. Miss Grace King Small, one of our Trustees, 
had charge of our display, which to the Librarian’s partial 
eyes seemed a really worthy one. 

In October the library was closed for one day to allow the 
librarians to attend the Round Table at the beautiful new 
library at East Sebago. It was a pleasant and profitable day, 
for we brought home some new ideas. 

November seventeenth Book Week was celebrated for the 
children by an entertainment in Library Hall. This con- 
sisted of character-guessing, story-telling, and music. The 
story-telling was gracefully done by two friends of the li- 
brary, Mrs. Louis B. Woodward and a student of the Normal 
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School, Miss Wilhelmina Brann, who has read to the children 
before. With some help from Mrs. Cilley the children pro- 
vided the music, and dressed in costume represented favorite 
characters in books they had read. Those who took part were 
John and Ruth Alden (Jack and Jill), Sidney Goodrich and 
Priscilla Alden (American Twins), Lois Brown (Alice in 
Wonderland), David Sturgis (Robinson Crusoe), Jessie and 
Lewis Pillsbury (Dutch Twins), and Raymond Smith (Hia- 
watha). Mabel and Lorraine Landry gave a violin and piano 
duet, and another duet was sweetly sung by Mary Huse and 
Wilma Parker. The Junior Annie Louise Cary Club sent 
their chorus, which sang, “Little Blue Bird of My Heart,” 
directed by Jeannette Woodward, with Gilbert Woodward at 
the piano. The audience of a hundred children and twenty- 
five adults filled the small hall, but any discomfort was 
speedily forgotten. Mrs. Ridgway deserves much eredit for 
the afternoon’s success. 

Thirty-five new books for young people were on exhibition 
in the children’s room. These were bought from the J. R. 
Cressey Fund of the Gorham Library Association. 

On Friday afternoon the Annie Louise Cary Club gave a 
delightful concert in Library Hall, in conjunction with the 
exhibit of books of music, about music, musicians, and musi- 
cal instruments which was in the south room. Two other book 
displays were in the same room: a table of volumes about 
Maine, and another table holding books relating to old New 
England places, arts, and articles. For its size our library 1s 
rich in material concerning several subjects which are unusu- 
ally popular. It is well for us to exhibit our collections 
occasionally that Gorham citizens may see what a treasure 
house Baxter Memorial Library has already become. Book 
Week seemed a suitable time, and the exhibit proved interest- 
ing enough to prolong it another week. 

The State Library has given us its usual fine service, help- 
ing out many of our borrowers in time of need. We have 
received gifts of several useful books from this source this 
year. “Embden Town of Yore” is one that has attracted 
much attention. As in former years the Portland Public 
Library has responded promptly to our many calls for help. 


T8 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Boston Puble Library has been most generous in lend- 
ing us from its rich stores. The usefulness of our small li- 
brary is greatly increased by the privilege of borrowing from . 
these three large libraries. We here express our appreciation 
of their helpful friendliness. : | 

Because of the crowded condition of the stackroom it be- 
came necessary to withdraw the Smithsonian reports, of 
which we had a large number. These were sent back to the 
government with no expense to us. We now have room on the 
shelves for our natural growth for several years. Our capac- 
ity downstairs is about twelve thousand volumes. Of course 
these should be books which will be-used by our townspeople. 

To relieve the overtaxed shelves in the children’s room 
sixty-four books were withdrawn. Of these thirty-two were . 
sent to the Frederick Robie School and thirty-two to the 
Elmwood School to add to their school libraries. Thirteen 
discarded volumes were sent to Mrs. Troilus Sanborn for her 
neighborhood work. Eighteen books are missing or lost. It 
is but fair to the children to state that only four of these came 
from their room,—a remarkably good record. 

We have had thirty-eight magazines and periodicals given 
us the past year, in addition to the thirty-four on our sub- 
scription list. Among the donors are Mr. and Mrs. John A. 
Waterman, Miss Ellen Hibbard, Miss Nellie L. McCann, Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles C. Shaw, Miss Mary E. Libbey, Miss Ruth

There have been 332 books accessioned this year: from

The largest afternoon 
circulation was 200, the smallest 9. The library was open 
50 evenings (it was closed the evening of December 21st be- 
cause there were no lights, and the evening of January 18th 
because of a bad storm). The largest evening circulation was 
60; the smallest, 17. The largest number of evening visitors 
was 39; the smallest, 11. The total evening circulation was 
2,058. The total number of evening visitors was 1,282.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
3 COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Gorham: 


Your School Committee, for the past year, submits the 
following report: 

We believe our schools have all experienced a particularly 
satisfactory year, that the teaching corps has been strong and 
the advancement thorough. | 

The high school, classed one of the best in the State, is ac- 
complishing most commendable results and, with the addi- 
tion of the Commercial and Agricultural courses, offers ex- 
ceptional opportunities to the young men and women of the 
town. It would be gratifying if a larger number of the stu- 
dents now attending the high schools of the neighboring towns 
could avail themselves of the splendid service offered. We 
recommend this thought for the careful consideration of all 
our citizens. 

The junior high school and grades are doing splendid work, 
the students are intensely interested, and we doubt if a more 
successful school could be found in the entire State. 

The Frederick Robie School is advancing most satisfac- 
torily, and the rural schools are all doing faithful work. 

We cannot too strongly recommend a closer relationship 
between these schools and the parents of the children, whom 
we urge to frequently visit the classrooms, become better 
acquainted with the teachers, and observe the results being 
accomplished. 

During the past year the usual necessary improvements 
have been made in all our school buildings. The Whitney 
School was painted and varnished, and the interior of the 
Frederick Robie School received extensive repairs. The 
boilers of the Frederick Robie School and the high school 
- were repaired, inspected and insured. 

Excepting the Blake School, all our buildings are in fairly 
good condition and will not require repairs calling for a 
heavy expenditure of money. The foundation of the Elm- 
wood School must be relaid, and the chemical closets at the 
Longfellow School replaced; while those of several other 
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buildings must be repaired. The Levi Hall School will re- 
quire some attention and an earnest effort must be made to 
guarantee a regular supply of pure water at the White Rock 
School. 

The Blake School presents our greatest problem, as this 
building is far below the standard. It could be discontinued 
and its pupils conveyed to the Whitney or West Gorham 
Schools, but is this step practical? There are at the present 
sixteen children attending this school, and the probabilities 
are there will not be less. Were these children conveyed to 
the West Gorham School, it would necessitate the building of 
an addition to that building at an approximate cost of 
$2,500.00, while the transportation charges would undoubt- 
edly amount to at least $600.00 annually. 

Would it not be economy to appropriate a reasonable sum. 
of money, probably $1,500.00, thoroughly standardize this 
school and permit it to Ghats 

Last April we united with the School Board of the City 
of Westbrook in re-electing Mr. W. H. 8. Ellingwood Super- 
intendent of Schools. Mr. Ellingwood has labored faith- 
fully and we feel that the present excellent condition of our 
schools is due to his efforts. 

We recommend the following appropriations for the com- 
ing year:

REPORT OF THE GORHAM FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


For the year 1929 the Gorham Fire Department answered 
fifty-five (55) calls, six (6) of these calls being out of town, 
three (3) in Scarboro, two (2) in Windham and one (1) in 
Standish. 

The pumper was used and pumped two streams for two 
hours at the Abbott Mill fire in Standish, one hour at the 
Hanson fire in Windham, and one hour at the Dupont fire 
in Windham. 

In all, hydrant or pumper streams have been used six 
times during the year, all the rest of the calls being handled 
with chemicals. 

The calls have been fairly well divided between the vil- 
lage and the town proper. 

We have used a total of 1,105 gallons of chemical. 

The total fire loss for the part of Gorham handled by the 
department amounts, at the outside figure, not over $2,400.00 

The coming year we need hose, suction hose, soda, acid 
and other chemicals and some small equipment. We also 
need money for the firemen’s pay and their insurance, also 
for repairs on trucks and other equipment.
